MANY ENTRIES 
FOR AUTO RUN 


Hew York to Atlanta Run Coming 
through Here Next Week already 


has Seventy Cars Entered. 
The 
Route of the Run. 


The New York to A tlanta autom o­ 
bile endurance run in the interest of 
good roads throughont this country, to 
begin next Tuesday, 
is looked for­ 
ward to w ith great eagerness. 
More 
than seventy entries have been made 
for the run which was planned by the 
New York Herald and A tlanta Journal, 
in tbs interests of good roads. 


D uring the past summer three diff­ 
erent trips were made by the officials 
over various routes, so that the best 
one could be selected 
for that over 
which the run would be made. 
Their 
selection is the best road of those ex­ 
tending between the two cities, is also 
the shortest, a n d 'has been adopted as 
the national highw ay from north to 
south. 


Wednesday the tourists w ill come to 
G ettysburg and bere spend the uight. 
The run over the national road w ill 
start at New York city, crosses Staten 
island, 
then to Trenton, crosses the 
Delaware river 
at that 
point and 
thence J proceeds 
to 
Philadelphia. 
From Philadelphia, 
the route leads 
almost due westward to G ettysburg 
via Lancaster and York 
At G ettys 
burg the 
route turns southw ard to 
Hagerston. 
thence to Shepherdstown, 
West V irginia, 
and 
from there to 
W inchester. 
From 
this 
point 
the 
route follows the Shenandoah Valley 
pike to Staunton. 
From Stannum the 
route proceeds southward via national 
bridge to Roanoke. South of Roanoke 
is 
a stretch of about 
fifty m iles 
across the m ountains where the worst 
roads of the entire route are encount 
ered. 
As soon as the highway enters 
North Carlina, better conditions are 
found and there are good roads almost 
all the way across the state via W in 
«ton-Salera, Oreenslioro and Charlotte. 
G reenville and Anderson are the p rin ­ 
cipal towns in South C arolina through 
which the route passes and entering 
Georgia, the route proceeds via Roys­ 
ton, W inder and Lawrence to A tlanta,
